REVIEW OF RACING OF 1910 ON NEW YORK TRACKS 



HAS A BRILLIANT* ENDING 



KENTUCKY FALL SEASON OF NINE WEEKS’ 
RACING BEGINS TOMORROW. 

Prospects Are Most Promising on Record — Opening 
Day Card a Good One — Good Horses Abun- 
dant and Best Riding Talent as Well. 



Because of the abandonment of the fall meetings in consequence of the passage of legislation supple- 
mentary to the Hart-Agnew law making more drastic the provisions of that act against betting, the dis 
Irihution of money in stakes and purses on the New York tracks during the season recently ended, fell 
below the lean record of 1909 in volume, although the average daily distribution represented an encourag- 
ing increase over that of last year, the leanest season that horsemen patronizing the New York tracks had 
been called upon to face in a long period. During the season which recently ended at Saratoga the distribu- 
tion in stakes and purses amounted to $790,050. as against $8.’®, 893 in 1909, $1,582,871 in 1908 and $2,017.- 
h>2 In 1907.

MEETING AT BLUE BONNETS TRACK CLOSES 
IN GLORIOUS FASHION. 

Record-Breaking Crowd, Ideal Weather and a Splen- 
did Card Mark the Montreal Jockey Club’s 
Getaway Day — Canadian Records Reduced. 



Lexington, Ky.. September 17. — Kentucky’s nine 
weeks of autumn racing, prospectively the most 
promising in tin* history of the state, attended as It 
will lie by unprecedentedly auspicious conditions, 
will liegin at the local track next Monday with the 
opening of the Kentucky Association’s meeting of 
nine days, to l>e followed by nineteen days at Louis- 
ville and twenty-four days at La Ionia, the season 
ending at the last-named course on November 19. 

Everything is in readiness at the local course, and 
the opening day card, with the Phoenix Hotel Han- 
dicap. for three-year-olds and over, at one mile and 
an eighth, as the principal race, calling out a field 
of horses of sterling qualities, is a good one. Rac- 
ing Secretary William H. Shelley has written well 
the conditions for the fifty-four races to he decided 
during the meeting and there are upward of 600 
horses of all ages to furnish tin* contests. Generally 
speaking, these horses are of a l*etter class than 
have heretofore participated in fall racing in Ken 
tt.cky. Prominent among them are All Red, Bad 
News. Cherryola. Countless. Console, Claudia, Collo- 
quy. Danger Mark. Dainty Danu*. Dorante. Evia, 
Ella Bryson, Eyebright. Emperor William. Ethel 1)..

96. are seemingly the greatest possibilities 
ns added starters, though it is said that T. C. Mc- 
Dowell has not reached a definite conclusion regard- 
ing King’s Daughter, 112.

In 1909 the New Y’ork tracks ran for 139 days, 
with a total of 820 races and an average daily dis- 
tribution of $6,129.93. 

For t lie first time in years .Tames R. Keene fails 
to head the list of winning owners. l>eing obliged to 
Ik* content with playing second fiddle to S. C. Hil- 
dreth. whose successes have been a striking feature of 
1910 racing. Last year Mr. Keene led Mr. Hildreth 
on tlie New Y’ork tracks by a margin of alnuit $5,000. 
This year Mr. Hildreth’s New Y’ork winnings amount 
to $141,410. as against $61,390 won by the Keene 
horses. The Keene stable was comparatively weak 
this year, notwithstanding the return of the great 
Ballot to this country after an unsuccessful cam- 
paign In England. On the other hand, the Hildreth 
string embraced several stars of the first magnitude 
and. in a year of richer stakes, would have rolled up 
a magnificent total in stable earnings. Considering 
the opportunities, its showing was marvelous. R.

firsts. The record of the successful 
is follows: 
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Montreal, Que., September 17. — The fall season 
of racing at Blue Bonnets wound up in brilliant 
fashion. The clubhouse enclosure was jammed, 
while a record-breaking crowd occupied the public 
stand and the lawns adjacent to it. Tlie racing 
conditions could not well be improved upon. With 
the delightful weather, a track that was in its iiest 
possible condition, and a high-class program down 
for decision, it is little wonder that Montreal race- 
goers turned out in enormous numbers. Besides the 
I’hamplain Stakes, which was an open affair for 
three-year-olds and over, at one mile, there was pro- 
vided an additional attraction, the Derby Cup. for 
Canadian-owned horses, at a mile and three-quarters, 
also the Hendrie Memorial Cup Handicap over the 
full three-mile steeplechase course. 

Favorites more than held their own, four of the 
seven races being won by first choices. In the 
second race Jack Atkin made amends for his defeat 
by Lovetie the other day and incidentally reduced 
by two-fifths of a second the Canadian reeord for 
seven-eighths of a mile made by Mexoana earlier in 
the meeting. Jack Atkin ran the distance this aft- 
ernoon in l:24f. 

The Derby Cup race went to Joseph E. Seagram’s 
C’ruehe d’Or, which beat Elgin a couple of leugtns and 
created a new Canadian record of 3:01 for a mile and 
three-quarters. The race was a good contest through 
the last half mile, the field bunching up rounding 
the fur turn and running in close order until the last 
fifty yards, where Cruche d’Or drew away. It was 
the first running of the event and aroused much 
enthusiasm, especially among the Canadians. 

The Hendrie Memorial Steeplechase Handicap went 
to Steve Lam*, which lieat Prince Hampton a neck 
in a sinew-straining drive. Steve Lane ran In the 
colors of Colin Campbell, whose two-year-old Cana- 
dian-bred Sans Droit won the Provincial Nnrserv 
Stakes yesterday. 

Richard F. Carman took another important race 
when Starbottle won the Champlain Stakes from 
rather indifferent opposition. The Carman colors 
were also seen in front in the closing race, which 
went to Arelte. The latter led most of the trip 
and won easily. His victory was the thirteenth 
scored by the Carman horses during the seven-davs 
meeting. Mr. Carman announced that lie would 
ship his horses from here to Toronto and then to 
Fort Erie and Pimlico. At the conclusion of the 
latter meeting lie will sell all lint a dozen of his 
big stable at public auction. Those that he will 
retain will lie wintered at Belmont Park or some 
other eastern course.

Albert Simons, who is handling some horses for 
James Rowe here, sent three favorites to the post 
at Blue Bonnets and all three failed to win. Sweep- 
a way was heralded as a good one when she came 
lien* from Saratoga, but if what she has shown here 
is her true form she is not much, in the opinion of 
Canadian turfmen. 

Ilenry McDaniel left for Lexington yesterday to 
attend the yearling sales. McDaniel has a commis- 
sion to purchase several yearlings for Forrest Rose. 
He will also pick up some for R. L. Thomas. 

The Derby Gold Cup, which was won today by 
Joseph E. Seagram’s Cruche d’Or. was first won by 
the present Earl of Derby’s gr<*at grandfather iii 
1816 and was in the earl’s family for five genera- 
tions. It is a handsome trophy and was much ad- 
mired by the big crowd at Blue Bonnets this after- 
noon. 

Tlie Hendrie Memorial Cup was formerly known 
as the Gomlwood Cup and was won by an English 
nobleman at Goodwoml in 1857. It was presented 
to the late William Hendrie by a friend and was 
donated to the Montreal Jockey Club by Maj. Wil- 
liam Hendrie. who is now acting as one of the 
stewards at Blue Bonnets. 

The Canadian mile reeord was equaled bv Star- 
bottle when he ran the mile in the Champlain Stakes 
in 1.38*. 

An important announcement was made by Joseph 
McLennan this* afternoon, who received a telegram 
from Edward Maginn that new weights will 1 m* an- 
nounced for the $10,000 Dominion Handicap at Fort 
Erie on September 19. and tluit the date set for 
the running of the race is October 4. 

A few of the cheaper class of horses that are here 
will remain for tin* six-days meeting of the King 
Edward Jockey Club on the new half-mile track 
recently completed on an island close to this city, 
which will lie opened on Monday with Ed Cole as 
presiding judge and William Murray as starter.

Four races on four days and 
five <m each of the other two days are scheduled, 
with daily purses ranging from $1,250 to $1,750. 
Martin Nathunson will preside and Jim Haley of 
Richard Dwyer’s staff will do the starting. 

Today’s handicap was declared off as a result of 
tin* nimbly condition of the track following a heavy 
downpour of rain.

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SOMETHING OF THE ST. LEGER. 

Interesting Incidents in Connection with the History 
of One of the English Classics. 



Whether the history of the St. Leger should corn- 
nieuce iu 1778 or date back two years earlier is a 
matter which need not be argued. At the earlier 
dates the race was run as a sweepstakes, and it was 
at a dinner after the first anniversary that Lord 
Rockingham proposed the title of the race in com- 
pliment to Colonel St. Leger, who introduced it. To 
most of our readers it may be news that it has not 
always lieen run on Doncaster Town Moor. During 
the two years prior to its being named the contest 
took place an Cautley Common, but iu 1778 it was 
decide! to construct a course, “with commodious 
stands,*’ on the moor, ami tin* aldermen and corpora- 
tion were invited, to join the nobility and gentry 
of tlie county iu carrying out the scheme. The idea 
was quickly grasped and Doncaster has ever had rea- 
son to bless the day upon which the corporation came 
to its decision. The annual races have benefited the 
townsfolk to an enormous extent, ami the relief 
from local taxation which results from each meet- 
ing is such that if ever anything happens to cause 
D<*ucaster to drop out of the fixture list the pinch of 
the shoe will be sorely felt. 

As the leading patron of the turf of the period, it 
was quite appropriate that Lord Rockingham should 
have won the first St. Leger in 1770. This he did 
with a filly called Allabactuia, which beat four op po- 
rn uts, the subscribers only numbering half a dozen, 
and Colonel St. Leger was second with Trusty 11. 
1a>u\ Rockingham, who was the most influential 
huntsman of the period as well as the chief patron 
of horse racing, did not live long after the insti- 
tution of the great race; iu fact, he died in 1782. 
His loss to the turf was sincerely deplored, and great 
was the relief when it became known that the suc- 
cessor to the estates. Lord Fitzwilliam, would till 
the breach. For nearly half a century his lordship 
continued his support, and it was a sore disap- 
pointment when in 1831 he withdrew his patronage. 
The cause of the severance was regrettable in the 
extreme, for it was on the advice of his close friends 
ami relations that his jockey. Harry Edwards, had 
not done his best to win on Medora. Whether the 
suspicions were well founded matters not, but the 
general opinion of the critics of the |ieriod was that 
the jockey had ridden a very bad race. Two years 
later Lord Fitzwilliam passed away at the ripe age 
of eighty-five, and his name will ever be remembered 
in Doncaster and the district as the maker of the 
meetings which have proved so beneficial to the 
town. 

in 1789 Doncaster races, which occupied a week in 
September, first received royal patronage, for Lord 
Fitzwilliam entertained for the meeting the Prince 
of Wales, after wauls George IV., and tin* Duke of 
Clarence, afterwards William IV*.. at Wentworth. 
Practically the whole of the county had been in- 
vited to the festivities, and the assemblage on the 
Town Mom* was such as had never been witnessed 
at a race meeting. To crown all, the St. Leger 
fell to Lord Fitzwilliam, but the circumstances of 
the triumph were not altogether happy, as it w*as 
only through a disqualification that tin* Wentworth 
party won their money. Pewet, to which the stakes 
were awarded, finished second to Lord A. Hamil- 
ton’s eolt by Laurel — Moorpont (afterwards named 
Zaiiga), which was disqualified on the grounds that 
his jockey, Changle, had jostled Singleton, the rider 
of Pewet. The same jockey had won on Allabaculia. 
Lord Fitzwilliam was twice afterwards successful, 
with Orville (1802 ) and Paulina (1807). 

The race lias been won more often than the Derby 
by “little men,” and early in its history the lucky 
owner was Mr. Hutchinson, who had risen from the 
position of a stable boy. He scored with Young 
Traveller in 1791, in which year he also owned an- 
other of the eight runners, Overton, one of w’hose 
sons. Cockfight er. was the hero in 1791. Mr. Hutch- 
inson made* a far greater hit in 1794 with Bening- 
biougb, like Young Traveller, a son of King Fergus, 
which defeated seven opponents. The distance of 
the race in those days was two miles, but Bening- 
hrougli was pulled out again on the following after- 
noon for the Gold Cup (four miles), which lie also 
won. He was sold as a four-year-old for $13,000 
to Sir Charles Turner, who, for a still higher figure, 
purchased from Mr. Hutchinson another son of King 
Fergus. This was Ilainbletonian. which followed in 
the footsteps of his half-brother by winning the St. 
Leger and the Cup in 1793. The horse again 
changed hands the following year, when he was 
purchased by Sir H. T. Vane (afterwards Vane- 
Tempest), tor w’hom he won the Doncaster Cup, a 
match for 1,000 guineas, and received forfeit in a 
match for 5,000 guineas. He ran until he was 
eight years old and on his last appearance iu public 
was the hero of a great match, in which be beat 
"Mr. Cook son's Diamond for 3,990 guineas over the 
Reason Course (four miles, one furlong and 138 
yards). Sir Herliert had sold Diamond to Mr. Cook- 
son, and the match, which took place on March 23, 
1799 (in which year Sir H. T. Vane won the St. 
I^eger with Cockfighter), excited enormous interest. 
Tin* two owners had big side bets besides the 
original stakes, and odds of 6 to 5 were at the start 
laid on liambletouian, which won by “a short half 
nerk” after a desperate struggle, in which it is 
said both horses were cruelly spurred. Bening- 
brough turned out a great stud success, and in his 
early years sired Orville (winner of the St. Leger, 
1802). which was in turn tin* sire of Priam (sire 
of Crucifix) and Plenipotentiary. 

Gully, the prize lighter, won the race in 1S32 
with Margrave, and two years earlier Birmingham 
scored for Mr. Beardsworth. a Birmingham horse 
dealer, while trainers to w’hom the prize has fallen 
may he noted in Tom Parr, with Saucebox (1855); 
John Scott*, with Imperieuse (1857): the late Wil- 
liam F Anson, with Caller On (18411). and Blair 
Athol (1864 1 . while R. S. Sievier owned and trained 
Sceptre (19<»2). John Scott was a partner with his 
brother William, in whose name Sir Tattou Sykes 
won in 1K46. and Charles Blanton was part owner 
with the lxnikmaker. Charles Brewer, in Robert the 
Devil, the hero of 1880. Apology, which won in 
1874. belonged to “Parson” King, who raced in the 
name of “Mr. La unde,” and Mr. Graham, the owner 
of Formosa, was one of the heads of Nicholson’s 
distillery. Only once has the race gone to France, 
in 1803. when Gladiateur added it to his Two Thou- 
sand and Derby triumphs, while Iroquois, in the 
colors of Mr. Lorillard, scored for America in 1881. 

The training honors rest with John Scott, who 
prepared no fewer than sixteen winners, and if 
space permitted a long and interesting history of 
ids career might be written. The fact that lie was 
know'll as “The Wizard of the North” has doubtless 
caused many to regard him as a Northcountryman, 
but. though he spent the greater part of his life 
and died in Yorkshire, he was a Southerner. He 
was liorn in 1794 at Chipjienhain. in the Duke of 
Rea u fort’s famous hunting country, but at an early 
age removed to Oxford, where bis father kept./ ran 
and trained horses. At the age of thirteen “The 
Wizard” rode in races, and had his first winning 
mount on the Port Meadows, where Oxford races 
were held until 1880. He had lieen in several es- 
tablishments before finally settling down at White- 
wall. Mai (on. the seem* of his wonderful triumphs, 
and where he died in 1871 at the age of seventy - 
seven. He survived his younger brother, William, 
the eelebra led jockey, twenty-one years. 

Whilst the training record stands w*ith John 
f^cott. tlie riding honors rest with his brother, 
“Rill.” who. liefore winning on Tlie Colonel. Row- 
Ion. Don John. Charles XII.. Launeelot. Satirist and 
Sir Tatton Sykes. “The Wizard” had lieen successful 
on Jack Spigot (1821) and Memnon (1825). thus 
scoring nine 1im<«*. This, however, is only one 
I letter than the record of Jackson, who rode eight 
winners between 1791 and 1*22, and was fifty-four 
years old when he gained his last triumph. His 
winners were Young Traveller (1791). Beningbrough 
(1794). Amhrosio ( 179b). Symmetry (1798). Stave. 
hr (1803). Altisidora (1813), Filho da Puta (1813) 
siiid Theodore (1822). Fred Archer did slightly 
(letter in tlie St. Is*ger than the Derby, for whereas 
In* had five winning mounts for the Epsom event, 
be scored six times in the Doncaster race, viz., on 
Silvio (1877). Jannette (1878). Iroquois (1881), 
Dutch Oven (1882), Melton (1SS3) and Ormonde 
*1886). 

Strange to relate. Fordham, than whom there never 
wa.s a finer jockey, could not get his name on the 
winning scroll. He was second on Bfickstone to The 
Marquis, and on Paul Jones to Formosa (both ridden 
bv Tom Chaloner). and on Martyrdom to Pero Gomez 
(Wells). He had ridden Formosa to victory in the 
iiiii* Thousand and Oaks, and also when she dead- 
beat ed with Moslem for the Two Thousand. 

Though the Derby is only four years younger than 
the St. Leger. onlv twenty-one horses have secured 
tlie double event, and it was not until 1829 that the 
feat was first accomplished by Champion. Since 
then li is example has been followed by Surplice 
41848). Tlie Flying Dutchman (1849). Voitigeur 
(1839). West Australian (1833). Blair Athol (1864), 
Gladiateur (1863). I^ord Lyon (I860). Silvio (1877), 
Iroquois (1881), Melton (1883). Ormonde (1886), 
Donovan (1889). Common (1891). Isinglass (1893), 
Sir Vis to (1895), Persimmon (1896). Galtee More 
4 1897). Firing Fox (1899). Diamond Jubilee (1900) 
and Rock Sand (1903). Of these West Australian. 
'Gladiateur, Lord Lyon. Ormonde, Common. Isinglass. 
Galtee More. Flying Fox. Diamond Jubilee and Rock 
Sand also won the Two Thousand. The only filly 
to win the Two Thousand. One Thousand. Oaks and 
St. I>*g»*r outright was Sceptre, whilst those to tri- 
umph in the Oaks and Doncaster race were Queen 
of Trumps (1833). Fonnosa (1868). Hannah (1871). 
Marie Stuart (1873). Apology (1874), Jannette 
(1878). Seabreeze (1888), Memoir (1899). La Fleolie 
(1892) and Pretty Polly (18414). Of these Formosa, 
Hannah. Apology. La Fleche and Pretty Polly also 
scored in the One Thousand. The eolts whose classic 
victories comprise the Two Thousand and St. Jaeger 
were Sir Tatton Sykes (1846). Stock well (1832), 
The Marquis (1862) and Petrarch (ls76). I m perl 
etise and Achievement, lieaten in the Oaks, won the 
One Thousand and St. larger. 

Ihe St. Leger has not been free from suspicious 



surroundings, especially In the first half of the 
nineteenth century. In 1834 Plenipotentiary was 
made “safe,” as was Bloomsbury in 1839, while 
three years later, when yet another Derby winner, 
Attila, failed, the crowd was so dissatisfied that 
there was a wild demonstration outside the weighing 
room. This was quelled by John Gully, who in the 
following year came in for a hostile reception from 
the mob, whiyli imagined, without any grounds, that 
he had squared Frank Butler to pull Ootherstone in 
favor of Prizefighter, in the same stable, which he 
had backed to win $259,000, but which was beaten 
by Nutwith. When Gully won in 1832 with Mar- 
grave the race had excited suspicion owing to one 
of the favorites, Ludlow, having been purchased by 

K. Bond, the keeper of a London gaming house, on 
liehalf of his two brothers ami a fourth party, for 
$23,000, a big price for a raw horse in those days. 
Whether the horse was got at or not he was badly 
beaten, ami over the affair Gully, who had won 
$223,999 by the success of Margrave, fought a duel 
with “Squire” Osbahliston. in which the former 
narrowly escaped with his life, his adversary’s bul- 
let piercing his lint. Matters had been by no means 
smooth at the meeting a year earlier, when, in con- 
sequence of rumors, said to he well founded, that 
certain parties intended starting horses for the sole 
purpose of interfering with the favorites, the stew- 
awls met together on the first day and issued a 
notice severely warning the jockeys that were to 
ride in the race. Happily, there was no cause for 
action after the event. 

Another scene was in 1854, when Acrobat, the 
property of the Earl of Derby, was unplaced. ’Hie 
eolt had won the Great Yorkshire Stakes, and after 
securing the Doncaster Stakes on the Friday, the 
crowd suspected that he had not done his best in the 
St. Leger. There was a great commotion and Lord 
Derby had to lie protected by his friends. That 
there were grounds for the suspicion was not the 
opinion of right-minded sportsmen, and amongst 
living men who can remember tho circumstances are 
Messrfi. George Ilodgman and Sidney Jacobs. — Win- 
ning Post. 

WEIGHTS OF ENGLISH FALL HANDICAPS. 

The Cesarewitch and Cambridgeshire Handicaps 
are tlie two outstanding features of autumn racing 
in England. They are by no means the most valu- 
able events of the fall campaign, but historical 
associations and long-established custom cause them 
to overshadow all the other races. As ante-post 
betting races they have long lieen associated with 
plunging advance transactions and both have been 
the mediums of tremendous coups. The Cesarewitch 
is first run of the two, being decided at the New- 
market Second Octolier minting, while tlie Cam- 
bridgeshire is reserved for tin* Newmarket Houghton 
meeting, the last of the year on Newmarket heath. 

Weights for this year were made public the first 
of this month, with Sir Martin second to Bachelor’s 
Doable in the Cesarewitch and topweight for tlie 
Cambridgeshire, a practical suggestion that, no 
matter what others may think, the handicappers 
consider him not far from the best horse in England. 
Other American-bred horses weighted are Mr. 
Keene’s Esperanto. 192 iioumls, and Major McLaugh- 
lin’s Columbus, 89 pounds, in the Cesarewitch and 
Mr. Whitney’s fast colt. Whiskbrooni, 119 pounds, 
in the Cambridgeshire, tin* representation being quite 
small. Since tin* nominations to these famous races 
are of the crack handicap horses of England, as 
well as many of those of France, their names, own- 
ers. trainers, ages, conditions and weights are here 
given: 

Cesarewitch Stakes — A handicap of 25 sovereigns 
each, 10 sovereigns forfeit, with 500 sovereigns 
milled; winner after September 1 at noon of a race 
value 459 sovereigns, 5 pounds, or of a handicap 
value 909 sovereigns, or of a weight- for-age race 
value 1.200 sovereigns, 10 pounds extra (these pen- 
alties only to apply to races of a mile and a fur- 
long or upwards; second to receive 200 sovereigns 
and third 109 sovereigns: entrance 5 sovereigns, tlie 
only forfeit for horses struck out by Tuesday, Sep- 
tember C. Cesarewitch course (21 miles).
